Havre de Grace Racing Furnishes

Dottie Vandiver Is Beaten — Tick- 
lish Wins Most Pretentious 
Race of the Day. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md., April 24.— While the 
Aberdeen Stakes was tin* feature of the card at 
Havre de Grave, the real rave of the day was the 
fifth. a three-quarters of a mile contest 
for three-year-olds, in which some good horses 
went to the t>ost. A. II. Morris’ Ticklish and 
David Gideon’s Star Realm were t lie ones most 
fancied, and they were about equal choices. Ticklish 
was the winner, and ridden by jockey .1. P. Ryan lie 
won with ease, while Crystal Ford beat Duchess 
Lace a narrow margin for second place. Star Realm 
bail no excuses, for lie was off well, had no mis- 
haps, but just was not equal to the task will'll it 
•nine to real racing. Ticklish went to the front 
early, ois-ned a gap on his opponents, and hugging 
the rail in the deepest part of the track came on to 
win as he pleased. Star Realm quit utterly, and 
Crystal Ford took second place from Duchess Lace. 

The Aberdeen Stakes furnished a decided sur- 
prise as well as a big upset in the victory of Ral 
Parr’s Paul Jones and the failure of Peter Combs. 
'File latter was heavily supported and flattered his 
backers by leading by a big gap to the final eighth, 
where he quit suddenly, while Paul Jones, saving 
much ground on the turns and finishing fast, gamely 
outstayed Kallipolis in a -terrific closing drive. 

Hackers of favorites had little to rejoice over 
• lie day’s results, as Monomoy was the only first 
choice to win. 

The opening dash fell to Rrynhihl, the daughter 
of The Curragh finding the going to her liking and 
winning like a good one. Melos, the t wel ve - y e:i r- 
old son of Bannockburn, scored in the steeplechase, 
with Early Light and Rhomb following him home. 

Dottie Vandiver was another favorite to disap- 
point her backers, the Ross filly tiring in the heavy 
going after setting an extremely fast naee con- 
sidering the condition of the truck. She had nothing 
left when Onico challenged, and lost by a half 
length. 

The Ross stable continued oil its winning way 
when Monomoy easily beat bis opponents in the 
sixth race, and incidentally was the only favorite 
to score. 

Two of the Harry Payne Whitney racers, old 
Rorrow and the t libee -year-old Vindex, arrived at 
Havre de Grace this mqrning from his Brookdale 
Farm hi New Jersey. Jockey Willie Knapp came 
over wi tli the pair and will have the mount when- 
ever either of these racers go to the post. Vindex 
is one of the Whitney candidates for the Kentucky 
Iterby.^ and is t lie one that will most likely carry 
the Whitney colors in the famous race. He has 
trained particularly well for the event and will 
probably go to the post on Saturday in the special 
race that the Havre de Grace management is pro- 
viding for Kentucky Derby eligihles. James Rowe 
is ex live ted at Havre de Grace tomorrow. 

PURSES TO BE RAISED. 

A notice was posted in the secretary’s office that 
iM'ginniug Friday, April 25. no purse less than $1,000 
would he added to any of the races, and that the 
Hclair Handicap, the (’ceil Handicap and the Onk- 
inton Handicap would have $1,250 added to each. 
Tile liberality of the management elicited much 
praise among the horsemen. 

A report circulated about Cincinnati that the 
horseman Gene Lutz had died has been responsible 
for a number of queries here asking particulars 
regarding the truth of the rumor. Lutz is here in 
better health than he has enjoyed in some years, 
and is racing a string of horses, which include 
among others Miss Sterling anil Lady Ward. 

Jockey Tommy Nolan earned a suspension of three 
days for rough riding yesterday. 

Jockey Carswell, who had the mount on Auction- 
eer. is none the worse for the roughing lie received 
while riding that horse. Auctioneer was crowded 
against the inside fence, and it was feared at first 
Hint the boy’s leg bad liven broken, Imt it developed 
that his limb was only bruised a bit. 

A number of owners are awaiting definite word 
from an official source in Canada before shipping 
to Toronto. Alsmt ten carloads are ready to leave. 

The announcement that racing would he resumed 
in Canada some time in May has been responsible 
for a raise in the value of horseflesh, and as a re- 
sult there lias ls-en much activity among the ranks 
"f I lie halter nifn.

The coldest will be at a 
mile and seventy yards, with $1,500 in added 
money. Cmler its conditions non winners of $5,000 
will tie allowed four pounds, and tlie allowances 
will scale down until maidens are allowed twenty- 
five |h>uiu|s. Added interest is lent to tlie race by 
tlie report that James Rowe lias promised to start 
Blue Laddie and Vindex. Botli have been training 
at Brookdale Farm and are said to be in fine con- 
dilion. If Billy Kelly starts lie will take up his 
sealc weight of 120 pounds. 



PROSPEROUS SOUTH AFRICAN RACING 

The Johannesburg, South Africa, Turf CluR has 
had a prosperous year, revenue having exceeded 
expenditure by $158,825. Gate receipts showed an 
increase of $22,300 over previous years and the 
stakes an increase of $4,375 per meeting. Nearly 
$45,000 was derived from the tax on bookmakers, 
and $153,825 from tlie totalizator. The club spent 
$30,000 on improvements, ami the government re- 
ceived $17,500 in taxation.

Probably tlie finest looking horse at Woodbine is 
the five-year-old Hivermead, by Stanhope II.— The 
Globe, belonging to Jerry Gorman of Ottawa. 

George Finch is training four at Woodbine, three 
of which belong to J. C. Fletcher, they being .1. 
W. Hunley, Wishawny and the two-year-old Algon- 
quin, by Gulatine — Cliiuka. which was purchased 
at the Seagram sale. Finch has another Seagram- 
bred horse and a Plate eligible in Kook Silk, by 
Rockville or Inferno — Frou Frou, belonging to tlie 
Coronado Stable. 

Charlie Crew lias five at Woodbine, including 
the two Plate eligihles C. A. Crew, by Nealon — 
Amerite. and Jim Petrie, by Wire In — Canute Maid. 
The remaining trio are the well-known performers 
Pepper Sauce, Old Pop and Corn Broom. Francis 
Crew is doing the training. 

Jos. Doane. in addition to training the Beardmore 
string of three, is also looking after Robert 
Newell’s and his own three-year-old Plate eligible 
Lady Binmore, by Plaudmore — Betsy Binford. Lad- 
der of Light, which ran second in the Plate to 
Springside last year, and Carry On, by Stanley Fay 
— Skipper, are the Beardmore Plate candidates, 
while Altar Fire will be raced over the sticks. 

John Nixon, who for many years had one of the 
biggest stables at Woodbine, has only two in train- 
ing so far, but if racing is resumed his stable will 
no doubt be increased. He is looking after tlie 
Plate eligible Cemas, by Charles Edward — Miss 
Marti mas, belonging to I>. J. McKay of London, 
and the two-year-olds Proudfoot, by Plaudmore — 
Ohio Belle, belonging to Major Kilgour. 



NEW YORK HORSES SHIPPED TO PIMLICO 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. April 24. — Sam Hildreth lias 
evidently decided to try for the Preakness with 
Purchase and Cirrus, or at least one of them. He 
leaves Belmont Park for Pimlico either tonight or 
tin- first thing in the morning. William Hogan 
left this afternoon with his string, including Dun- 
boyne. This indicates that Dunbqyne will also lie 
a starter in the Preakness, but it is doubtful if 
lie will be sent to Kentucky for the Derby unless 
he is shipped in a special from Pimlico, which is 
improbable, according to reports. Max Hirscli loads 
iqi tomorrow morning with his entire stable for 
Pimlico. Sweep On and Te'rentia. from tlie Karriek 
stable, will not leave before May 1. This pair 
of three-year-olds were sent a mile this morning 
in 1 :45 at a steady pace. They could have done 
much I letter. Training at the local tracks was cut 
off rather early this morning, owing to a heavy 
rain.

Meetings — Many Appointments Made. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., April 24. — Tlie Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, all present except chair- 
man Johnson N. Camden, met here this morning, 
with judge Allie W. Y’oung. vice-chairman, presid- 
ing. the other members being Messrs. Thomas A. 
Combs, J. O. Keene and William J. Abrams. Present 
also were secretary Samuel C. Nuckols, Jr., Col. 
Matt J. Winn, vice-president anil general manager 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club, and Messrs. Arthur 
B. Hancock, resident, and Thomas B. Cromwell, 
secretary, of the Thoroughbred Horse Association. 

Following discussion of the report of tlie com- 
mi.tee appointed by chairman Camden in IJerember 
to make recommendations as to tlie value of pufses 
for the spring meetings, it was unanimously voted 
that the added money to purses at Louisville shall 
average $1,200 and at Latonia $1,500, and that the 
Kentucky Jockey Club shall increase that average 
to meet the recommendation of the committee, 
which was made prior to contemjilatiou of the or- 
ganization of the Kentucky Jockey Club and its 
purchase of the tracks if the revenues from racing 
justify such increase. Colonel Winn made an ap- 
peal for a smaller sum as a starter, saying that lie 
would gladly raise the purses after the organiza- 
tion hud felt its way and found that it could be 
done. He said that he was unadvised as to the 
earnings at. Latonia in tlie past and that lie could 
not say whether $1,800 purses could be given there, 
but lie was hopeful that they could. The sums of 
$1,200 and $1,500 were fixed as a compromise upon 
motion of Senator Combs, who was chairman of the 
committee making tlie recommendation for the in- 
crease and it was accented by all present, including 
Colonel Winn and president Hancock of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association. 

The commission adopted a resolution thut in fu- 
ture all judicial officers for the meetings at tracks 
licensed by it shall be appointed by the commission. 

The Kentucky Jockey Club was granted licenses 
to conduct race meetings in 1919 at Lexington. Louis- 
ville and Latonia. A readjustment of the dates was 
approved as follows: Louisville, May 10 to May 

31, and Latonia, June 4 to July 5. 

The commission disapproved the plan to have race 
track managers acting as stewards and adopted 
a resolution to that effect. 

State treasurer Sherman Goodpaster. judge Charles 
F. Price and secretary Samuel C. Nuckols, Jr., of the 
commission, were appointed stewards, beginning at 
Lexington and serving at all meetings. 

William II. Shellev, Edward Jasiier and N. P. 
McClelland were appointed placing judges. 

The appointment of Charles I’. Price, William 
P. Shelley and Edward Jasper as a board of ban- 
dicappers was approved, as was the aiqiointment 
of William II. Shelley as racing secretary, Edward 
Jasper, entry clerk; N. I*. McClelland, clerk of tlie 
scales; S. K. Hughes, timer; W. E. Phillips, 
patrol judge; Doctors Hagyard and Shannon, pad- 
dock judges (alternating) at Lexington, and Dr. 
J. T. Chawk, paddock judge at the other two points. 

The approval of Edward Jasper as entry clerk 
relates to Louisville and Latonia, John S. Wallace 
having been approved for thut position at Lex- 
ington. 

John B. McLaughlin was reappointed supervisor 
of pari-mutuels. 

Louis J. Theison was reappointed telegraph cen- 
sor. 

J. O. Keene’s resolution that an official timer of 
exercise trials be appointed and that he have two 
assistants was unanimously adopted. 

W. L. Lewis, a trainer of high integrity, was 
appointed and he will name his two assistants. The 
trials timed are daily to be made public and no 
other “dockers,*” as they are commonly known, 
are to be permitted the privilege of the grounds 
as such. 

It was unanimously voted that, the racing secre- 
tary shall post all scratches at 9 o’clock each 
morning, so that the public may have tlie infor- 
mation. It was resolved that the scale of weights 
adopted by the Jockey Club of New York shall 
be tlie scale of weights for the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, beginning at Latonia. 

Forfeits were abolished, but the abolition is not 
to be retroactive. 

Messrs. Sherman Goodpaster, Charles F. Price, 
S. C. Nuckols, Jr., and William J. Abrams were 
appointed tlie commission’s license committee.

J. W. Schorr’s good sprinter Harry Kelly lias been 
training this spring in a way to suggest that lie 
may show a return to the brilliant form lie dis- 
played as a two-year-old. 

The Hiuata Stakes, the first feature event of the 
Kentucky racing season, will be run at Lexington 
tms coming Saturday. It is a stake for two-year- 
old fillies with $2,000 added at five and a half fur- 
longs, to which seventy-six nominations have been 
made. In addition to the stake the winner will 
receive a cup donated by Mrs. Clarence Le Bus. 

Though English racing so far is not tip to tlie 
mark, and its fields are unusually small, the crowds 
in attendance are enormous despite unusually had 
weather. At the recent Derby meeting the specta- 
tors were too many for the fences, which gave way, 
and at the Lingfield and Windsor meetings, near 
London, the accommodations were totally inadequate 
to the throngs in attendance.

AN AUSPICIOUS BEGINNING 



Lexington Meeting Starts off with 
Every Indication of Success. 

Several Derby Candidates Race, 
with Linden, Legotal and St. 
Bernard, Showing Best. 



LEXINGTON. Ky.. April 24. — The Kentucky 
Jockey Club began its existence under conditions 
most flattering for its future, and likewise for tin* 
sport, for never before lias a bigger or more repre- 
sentative assemblage witnessed tlie opening of racing 
here than that which was on hand this afternoon. 
All records for attendance at the track was surpassed 
long before the bugle called the horses to the |iost 
in tlie initial race, and tlie steady srream of further 
arrivals exhausted admission tickets and drew 
heavily on the reserve. Despite preparations Ilia! 
wen- counted on to be ample, with a ten tier cent 
increase over the best former day iieing provided for, 
the programs were sold out and fully twenty - 
five hundred additional ones could have been used. 
If toduy’s showing is a true augury of tlie interest 
in racing in this locality then it can lie safel.v 
predicted that, the meetings at Louisville and Latouiu 
will surpass any former ones held there. 

Governor Stanley and his party were early ar- 
rivals. and tlie chief executive of the state took 
his usual keen interest in the racing and attending 
incidents. After the finish of tlie Phoenix Hotel 
Handicap, which featured the card. Governor Stan- 
ley presented to owner \V. F. Poison the handsome 
cup donated by tlie Phoenix Hotel and which went 
to tlie winner, iu addition to a purse of $900. Poi- 
son was represented in the race by Buford, oil which 
the unknown C. Howard had tlie mount. He showed 
good riding ability and won from Jiffy and Viva 
America. The latter was a pronounced favorite, 
and her defeat was in the main due fai her lack of 
racing condition to go a mile and seventy yards. 
Her race this afternoon will be beneficial and she 
should have no difficulty in. reversing today’s de- 
cision with the winner in their next meeting. 

Upsets were frequent during tlie afternoon ntul 
began when Jock Scot, backed to the exclusion of 
all other starters, brought up last after never 
having shown a particle of the high speed that 
would make him a factor. Jefferson Livingston's 
veteran Prince of Como showed a sterling per- 
formance und dazzling speed to lead by a wide 
margin for tlie entire race and win in a canter. 

The Livingston colors were again triumphant in 
tlie tli ini race, contested by a speedy hand of f’l- 
lies, including Regain. I/egotal, Passing Shower 
ami others, but Lillian Shaw took them all into 
camp and won in game style, though her victory 
might have lieen a lucky one and aided to some 
extent by the somewhat inferior ride that Murphy 
gave Regalo. The latter landed second and Legotal 
headed the others. Regalo was the pronounced 
choice and her defeat was a costly one to her many 
backers. 

Sennings Park was another highly regarded one 
that, failed badly and in his case poor riding was 
again largely responsible for liis poor showing. 
Howard managed to get him into a bad jam on 
the first turn. St. Bernard turned up tlie winner 
of the race, with Stookwell in third place. St. 
Bernard's performance was a really good one and 
it qualifies him for considers ton in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

FRIZ WINS TWO-YEAR-OLD RACE. 

Friz, a disappointment last winter in New Or- 
leans, scored a victory in the two-year-old dash 
for colts in tlie second race. His fast Ix-ginuing 
enabled him to race into a long lead at tlie outset 
and lie won easily for tlie entire way. Mighty Man, 
a good looker, landed in second place and Zizi;: 
just, managed to outstay the others for the shorter 
portion of tlie purse. 

Tlie two-year-old race for fillies went to Anna 
Jackson in a spectacular finish, witli Drumfire sec- 
ond and Mysterious Girl third. 

The final race was another thriller, Merchant, 
getting up in tlie last stride to down Ernest B.. 
witli Sands of Pleasure coming third. 

Governor Janies (’ox intends to witness the 
running of tlie Kentucky Derby ami lias had re- 
served for him one of tlie choice boxes at Churchill 
Itowns. Harry Payne Whitney has sent a request 
that t hiss' boxes lie reserved for him and a party 
of friends that lie intends to bring to Louisville 
to witness tlie running of tlie Kentucky Derby. 

Sungold. which started in the last race, was 
claimed by H. Field for $1,800. 

There will tie a departure from former custom 
this season ou Derby day, wlieu tlie Churchill 
Downs management promise to discontinue the free 
field. The infield space opposite tlie grandstand 
will lie utilized for those who desire this part 
of tlie truck as a vantage point. Benches for tic 
accommodation of 4.000 or more persons will is: 
placed there. 

That tiler*- will ls> no toleration of rough riding 
on Kentucky tracks was made patent by tin- 
stewards’ action in fining jockey F. Murphy $50 
for liis attempt at interference with Lillian Shaw 
in the third race. For a similar offense C. Howard 
on Buford was fined $50 and liotli riders were 
served with a warning that a reiietltion would mean 
u lengthy sus|>ension. 

Jockey H. Cassity was carded to ride Rookery in 
tin* last race, but tin- stewards would not permit 
him to ride until lie adjusts li is contract difficulty 
with liis employer. C. M. Garrison, who holds a 
contract on tin* rider, lias sent word for him to 
report east immediately. 

Charles F. Grainger, manager of tlie Churchill
